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Navy Traded 
With Chinese 
Unwittingly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon says it is investigating 
Sen. Ernest Gruening's charge 
that the Navy has unwittingly 
dofle business in Hong Kong 
with companies controlled by 
Communist China. 


The Alaska Democrat called 


for tighter control procedures to 
make sure the armed forces do 
not Violate the Trading With the 
Enemy Act. 


'.'We are looking into this mat- 


ter, " Asst. Secretary of Defense 
Paul R. Ignatius told Gruening 
during a Senate hearing on sup- 
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ply policies Wednesday. 


Gruening's assertion grew out 


of an investigation his staff con- 
ducted in Hong Kong. 


Joseph Lippman, staff direc- 


tor of the Senate subcommittee 
on F'oreign Aid Expenditures, 
went there in March to make 
sure 
that discarded military 


equipment was not finding its 
way into Red Chinese hands. 


Gruening 
said 
Lippman 


"learned 
that the U.S. Navy, 


which operates a procurement 
office in Hong Kong, had been 
making substantial purchases of 
electronic or other equipment 
from 
two firms 
which 
were 


owned or controlled or other- 
wise affiliated with Communist 
China." 


The senator made that state- 


ment April 21 in a letter to Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara. At that time Gruening 
wrote that the Navy was una- 
ware of Red Chinese involve- 
ment because the two firms 
were subcontractors. The Hong 
Kong firm which held the Navy 
contract had been cleared by 
the U.S. consulate, the senator 
added. 


Gruening also told McNamara 


he fears "the situation disclosed 
may be more widespread." 


J. M. Malloy, deputy assistant 


secretary of defense, answered 
Gruening's initial letter, saying 
the Pentagon has under careful 
consideration the call for tighter 
supervision. 


Lippman said Wednesday the 


Red Chinese firms may be the 
middlemen in transactions in- 
volving 
the 
armed 
services, 


which total $15 to $20 million 
through Hong Kong annually. 


Malloy, in his letter, said the 


Pentagon is conferring with the 
State D e p a r t ment and the 
Treasury to determine how the 
problem can best be handled.

Johnson was the last man to 
beat Cassius Clay. 


He also was the last man to 


whip Henry Cooper. 


But while Clay is to defend his 


world heavyweight title against 
Cooper in London Saturday, 
Johnson is seeking a fight — 
any professional fight. 


Johnson rattles off reasons he 


feels he should have been given 
a shot at Clay before Cooper. 
They 
range from 
his 1959 


amateur victory over Clay, to 
his pasting of Cooper in London 
last year, to a Dromi.se he 
claims Clay made "to fight me 
the minute I get in the top ten." 


The 27-year-old Johnson cur 


rently is seventh in the World 
Boxing Association heavyweight 
rankings and is ranked fifth by 
Ring Magazine. But no fight. 


The Medina boxer, who has 


won 21 of 23 professional bouts, 
stopped Clay's 86-fight winning 
streak by beating him in the 
1959 
Pan-American 
Games 
trials. 


Johnson won the trials and the 


Games title but turned profes- 
sional before the 1960 Olympic 
trials. Clay won the Olympic 
light heavyweight championship 
that year in Rome. Johnson 
toured small boxing clubs, win- 
ning five straight, 
four by 


knockouts. 


After getting only $42 for a 10- 


rounder, Johnson decided to go 
back into the service. Clay, 
meanwhile, 
headed 
for 
the 


heavyweight title. 


Since he got out of uniform In 


1963, 
big money and prestige 


fights have eluded Johnson. Dis- 
couraged, he went abroad last 
year. He earned a draw with 
European champion Karl Mil- 
denberger in Germany, 
then 


took the unanimous 10-round 
decision from Copoer on Nov 
19. dropping him twice. 


He thought that would get him 


a big fight, but he has fought 
only twice sine — both second- 
round knockout victories over 
Indian Ray Staples of Philadel- 
phia.

There are unsung millions of 


people in this age bracket—be- 
tween 40 and 6^-who are liter- 
ally starved for a kind word and 
a friendly pat on the back. 


They are the most taken-for- 


granted generation in all history 
— and the least rewarded. 


Yet they are the hinge gen- 


eration of America. It all de- 
pends on them. If every middle- 
aged man and woman went on 
strike and refused to do his duty 
for a single week, the conduct of 
civilization would cease. 


Factories and business offices 


would 
shut down, 
railroads 


grind to a halt, schools close, 
department stores and restau- 
rant shutter their doors, thea- 
ters ring down their curtains. 


The middle-aged not only do 


most of the nation's work, but 
also are chief keepers of the 
nation's pocketbook. When they 
don't soend, the economy is 
punctured. 


Yet the middle-aged person is 


the patsy of the times. Every- 
body else depends on him, but 
he gets less credit than any- 
body. 


You can win a medal on a

Although composer

£J has faded from the limelight in 


recent years, he is still writing 
songs, always with the hope that 
he can score a hit as big — or 
even half as big — as he d i d 
with "Singing The Blues." 


Melvin's latest composition, 


"I'd Just Be Fool Enough," was 
released about two weeks ago. 
It was recorded by the Browns 
(Maxine, Bonnie, and Jim Ed- 
- ward) who hail from Pine Bluff 
* and are regulars with the Grand 


Ole Opry. (The Browns' record- 
ing of "Three Bells" went over 
big just a few years ago.) 


"It seems to be doing alright 


so far," Melvin said of his lat- 
est song."I'm hoping it will start 
climbing . . .you never can tell."

Core of Neck Area 
Pays Off In Beauty

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


The neck is more than a stem 
between the head and the 
shoulders. It's a part of the 
anatomy always on view un- 
less a woman covers it with a 
scarf or turtleneck sweater. 
Why, then, does this area get 
such short shrift?

she asks for a new hairdo? 


For example, if you have a 


slender, pretty neck, make the 
most of it with a hairdo that 
exposes it in all its loveliness. 
Try sweeping the hair back 
and perhaps wearing it high 
in a chignon occasionally. 


For a scrawny neck, select 


a bouffant hairdo that falls 
softly below the ears. Too 
sKort hair only accentuates 
this fault. 


Massage, too, is important to 


the neck and throat area and 
correct exercises can ward off 
a sagging chin or tighten 
muscles to pick up the sag 
that has set in. 


The first step in tightening 


up the chin area is to correct 
your posture. Stand tall, hold 
your chin up and don't let 
your h e a d sag into the 
shoulders when walking, sit- 
ting, reading or eating. 


Many women forget to use 


lotions or cream on their 
necks but the skin here can 
become dry, scaly and look 
wrinkly as a result. Use 
moisturizing creams each day 
and massage during the ap- 
plication — upward and out- 
ward from the base of the 
throat to the chin, Another 
trick is to press your tongue 
against the roof of your mouth 


One of the most neglected 
complexion areas is the 
throat. To ward off drying, 
which encourages wrinkl- 
ing, smooth on a moistur- 
izer each morning after 
bathing and again at night 
before going to bed.

Bake potatoes in preheated, very hot oven (450 degrees) 


1 hour 15 minutes or until done. Cut a Vfe-inch slice from 
the top of each potato. Scoop out centers,. keeping potato 
shells intact. Melt butter or margarine in skillet, add onions, 
celery and mushrooms and saute until tender, about 5 min- 
utes. Add sauteed vegetables, black pepper and salt to po- 
tatoes. Toss with fork to mi* well; breaking up potatoes, 
not mashing. Spoon into potato shells; sprinkle well with 
eggs mixed with Parmesan cheese. Return to hot oven for 
about 10 minutes or until topping is lightly brown. Garnish 
potatoes with chopped parsley.

NEW YORK —(NBA) —He 


didn't pull up in the Batmo- 
bile, he didn't climb up the 
outside of the building, and 
he wasn't masked, but you 
could tell by the red patches 
of excitement on the cheeks 
of 10-year-old Bobby K i n g 
that the good-looking, slight 
young man who got off the 
elevator was the Boy Wonder 
himself, Robin. 


In an effort to learn what 


the fans of Batman, the ABC- 
TV series (in case you didn't 
know), really want to know, 
young Master King was re- 
cruited to conduct the inter- 
view. 


"What kind of shoes do you 


and Batman wear when you 
climb up a wall?" he asked 
20-year-old Burt Ward, who 
plays Robin. 


"We don't really climb up 


the walls," Burt explained. 
"The walls are built at a 45- 
degree angle and the cameras 
tilted at a 45-degree 
angle, 


and it looks as if we are 
climbing straight up." 


"What do you do in the 


Batmobile if it rains?" Bobby 
asked. 


"We slide a glass shield for- 


ward." Burt said. 


Ward came to New York to 


work out a recording deal, to 
appear on The Mery Griffin 
Show (for which his father- 
in-law, Mort Lindsey, is musi- 
cal director) and to rush from 


one interview to another. 


"Holy Heart Attack," he 


was heard to exclaim, as he 
rushed out of his in-laws' 
New Jersey home. 


"Our hours in Hollywood 


are unbelievable," Burt said. 
"We are at the studio from 
7:30 a.m. to 9 or 10 at night. 
The hours are ridiculous and 
unbearable, but the work is 
fun. 
I tell people that we get 


up in the morning, go to the 
studio and put on our clothes 
to put on the world." 


Burt, who is doing his first 


professional acting as Robin, 
and who is much better look- 
ing than he appears in his 
tights and mask, was raised in 
"the slums of Beverly Hills," 
and is really something of a 
Boy Wonder himself. He is a 
fine athlete who has pitched 
several no-hit games in a Los 
Angeles Municipal League. He 
planned at first to be a pro- 
fessional golfer. In scholastic 
tests g i v e n at UCLA, he 
ranked in the top 30 per cent 
in the country in math and 
science. He is a speed reader 
with an authenticated record 
of reading 30,000 words a 
minute with 90 per cent re- 
tention. 


Burt does his own stunts on 


Batman, he told Bobby, now 
fallen into silent adoration, 
and has nearly been killed 
five times. He has grown so 
blase about the dangers he 
could only remember four of 
the times. 


"On the first day of shoot- 


ing when we were racing the 
Batmobile out of the bat cave. 


we were zooming around a 
corner and the door on my 
side flew open. I didn't have 
a seat belt on, and those 
tights slip on leather. [ just 
caught my finger on the gear 
shift in time to keep from 
being thrown out. 


"Then in that show with 


the Catwoman. I was really 
strapped only 13 feet over the 
tigers—and tigers can jump 
20 feet. They had meat over 
my head to see that they were 
jumping, too. 


"One that really scared me 


was when they had us tied 
on gigantic wheels w h i c h 
were supposed to go around 
faster and faster. Well, on a 
movie set no one can do any- 
one else's job, and when the 
time came to turn off the 
wheels, the guy whose job it 
was couldn't be found. We 
kept going faster and faster 
and I started yelling and 1 
was almost knocked out be- 
fore they turned the wheels 
off. 


"Every week I worry about 


the next show, 
wondering 


what they will do to me. 


"Hey." Burt said to Bobby. 


"I bet you want to know how 
Bruce Wayne and Dick Gray- 
son change into Batman and 
Robin in the time it takes 
them to slide down the Bat- 
poles. Well, it's easy. The 
wardrobe man slides down be- 
tween us and helps."
